Imagine ſpoꝛt wooing where ei⸗ 
ther partie is willing: theit faithes plighted fo a marriage to 
to be ſolemnized ( with kind kiſſes among) ber did what har⸗ 
med not, and ſhee had what diſpleaſed not: A young Xneas 
ould haue beene molded, had be not beene marred(as might 
ſeeme)in the making,Then this ſweete Calme in the ſharpe 
Kozme was with the Tempeſt thu ouerpaſſed, then came 
they both out, not ſuch as they entred in: and were received 
ok their Trapnes , their pleaſurts, not examining 
their paſtimts: and ſo having continued the Chace, vntill 
night diſcontinued their ſport , they retyzing to Carthage, 
were ſumptuouſly feaſted of E1iſa/in her Pallate. During 
theſe their Alcion daies (not liked of all) one there 
was, a Noble Troian, that had theſe ſpeeches to Eneas. 
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leeue) that the D2acles ofour Gods, behighting vs the Cone 
queſt of Italie, were ,then beleeue alſo (bndecets 
ued maiſt thou ſo beleeue) that our effeminate abode here is 
vaine and ſlaunderous:to attempt that fozmer without an D- 
racle,yea with the loſſe ol our liues, is honourable,becauſe we 
are Troians: to entertaine this latter, inuited and daunger⸗ 
les, repꝛochfull, becauſe we are Troians. Ah (Aeneas) haue 
we ſhipped our Gods from home, to be witneſſes of our wan⸗ 
tonneſſe here? Beleeue me, better had it beene we had dyed in 
Phrygia, men, than to liue thus in Affrick like womt. Conſi⸗ 
der allo the place whereinto wee are now bzought , and then 
"ronceaue of the poſſibility of our here abode: ſhall J tell thee? 
were there not(ifin the meane while no other Accident crofle, 
thy now blifle ) were there not, J ſay, an Eliſa here to loue 
thee, oz were there not an æneas to be beloued of her, no ſoo⸗ 
ner Ghoul the firſt deceaſed of pou be deliuered of life, than the 
Durupuoꝛs of vs Troians bee denyed this Land. And then, 
if we ſhoulde pꝛooue ſo vngratefull as to reſiſt our Relenozs, 
yet hauing number wee want Munition: fox neyther our 
Shyppes bee cackled , no} wee armed, but at the deliue- 
rie and appointment of the Tyrians , Learne therefoze (#- 
neas) after ſo long pleaſure in loue, at the laſt profitably and 
politickly to Toue + and whatſoeuer thy play be in Affrie k, let 
e pyne be Italie. Man- while commannde 

moſt humbly wee deſire to bee ſo commaunded ) that thy 
pes be ſkcretelp — 9 tallowed, ballaced, tackled, bictu⸗ 
aled, and armed: and then (thy ſelfe alſo refozmed ) wittingly 
02 vnwillinglie to Eliſa leaue her and her effeminate Cittte: 
with reſolution neuertheles (ik thou ſo pleaſe) at moze lep⸗ 
ſure to loue her. So effectuallie did æncas liſten to this mo⸗ 
tion, that giuing oꝛder foz the repapꝛing or his Fleete, hee 
p2omiled a ſpeevie and ſuddaine departure: and his men not

This Coutts 
ſelt (either foz that at the firſt ſhee bel&euedit poſſible, oz foꝛ 
that oppoztunitie ſo offered it ſelfe to pꝛactiſe the thing ſhe 
purpoſe) Eliſa entertaining, opened the ſame to Anna he 
Sifter : who ſimply vnſuſpitious of the ſequell, pꝛouided ſe⸗ 
cretly (as was giuen her in charge) a pyle of dzy Faggots, 
crowned with Garlands foꝛ the diſmall Sacrifice: which, and 
Eliſa her ſelfe in a , £neas his Armour being her 
epes Obiett, betame in this wiſe her tongues Subfect, 
With this quoth ſhe(eying the Armour)the craking Troi- 
an boſted to haue buckled with the gallant Diomedes, not 
ſeldome to haue offended the defenſeleſſe Grecians, and alter 
many loned blowes at the of Troy , valiantly to haue 
boozded his thence-bent Nauie:this Armour pꝛoſitable to my 
pꝛeiudice, there defenſiue to him, to ber here offenſive tome, 
were it vnneteſſarie to Sarrifice, ſhoulde neuertheleſls 
burne foz the ſame treſpaſſe, This Cup, this Phrigian Cup, 
too guilty oftoo many Tyrian dzaughts , Aſſiſtaunts in foz | 
ming mee audaciouſlp amozous, ſhall now occupp theſe cert- 
monial flames, as the then Acceſſary to a contrary fire.

uer were, But what is natural, is ot neteſſitie, onelp let it ber 
graunted, he is a Pan, and it foloweth neceſſarily hee is de⸗ 
ceitfull. Fly Trayterous æneas, fly vafolowed and vnkrien⸗ 
ded ol Eliſa: euer may the winds be conttatie to thy Courſe, 
and the Seas not pꝛomiſe ther one howzes ſafety:euer be thy 
Ship dzowning , & thy ſelfe neuer but dying: often reſayle in 
a moment, whence thou wert ſayling a moneth; let no blaſte 
from the Apꝛe, oꝛ Billowe in the Sea, ſtirre but to thy pꝛeiu⸗ 
dice: and when no hoꝛroꝛ and miſhap hath fapled thee , with 
thy dead bodie to the vttermoſt plagued, perriſh alſo may 
thy Soule vnpardoned. But leaſt mine incharitie pzooue 
leſſe pardonable than his Jniurie, J that wil not live to heare 
it ſo, hartily diſclaime to haue it ſo:pardon therefoze pe Gods 
ror him delerning it.

moze tamer, This Stagge thus ſtroken and followed of the 
Troyans, and taking the readieſt wap to thehouſe of Tyr- 
rhus, with blerding hawnches entring the Hall, was firſte- 
ſpied of Syluiao2 Ilia, a pong Gentlewoman, in whoſe lappe 
he ſleeping had often layd his head, and at whoſe hands he 
had many a time taken Bꝛouſe, been kemmed, and trimined, 
She ſeeing the Stagge in ſuch a plight , almoſt ſwouned ere 
the could weepe , wept ere ſhe might ſpeake , ſpoake ere ſhe 
was pitied, was Pitied ere ſhe was comfozted, and comfoꝛted 
only in pꝛomiſe of Reuenge.
